— Import of steel by actual Users (both large and small scale units) 
engaged in- Engineering Industry during April, 1971— March, 1972. 

No 141-ITC(FN)/71 .—-Attention is invited to the procedure for submission 
of import applications for raw materials, components and spares by actual users 
as contained in Section I of the Import Trade Control Policy (Red Book—Vol. I) 
for the period April, 1971—March, 1972. 

2. It has been decided that in addition to the submission of documents already 
prescribed, the actual users engaged in engineering industry, who are registered 
exporters and require steel for export oriented production, should also furnish, 
along with their import applications, a statement certified by the Engineering 
Export Promotion Council, World Trade Centre, 14/IB, Ezra Street (3rd Floor), 
Calcutta-1, Indicating the value for which steel is sought to be imported/released 
through canahsing agency, and the extent to which this item is required for 
export production purposes. The reauired statement should be furnished in the 
proforma annexed to this Public Notice. 
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3. On the basis of the certificate of the Engineering Export Promotion Council, 
Calcutta, the sponsoring authorities and/or the licensing authorities as the case 
may be will accord priority to the requirements intended for export oriented 
production. 

4. Actual users to whom release orders for steel for the period April, 1971— 
March, 1972 have already been issued may also furnish the required statement 
duly certified by the Engineering Export Promotion Council, Calcutta to the 
licensing authorities concerned in respect of their requirements for export 
oriented production out of the total value for which release orders have been 
issued.
